In a large 
“number of directions men are to be found in 
China who stay out on no more definite con- 
siderations than those abova sketched. 
Thero aro.both in Hongkong. and ‘Shanghai 
nutnbers of small commission agents, brokers, 
men assisting, Chinese Hongs or doing other 
work of the same kind, who go on year after 
year discontented with their position, and 
yot lacking the determination to change it. 
Many of them are men of good talents, who 
wight do well in other places if they would 
but try them; but they have a dread of doing 
what appears to ba coming down again among 
the vulgar berd—just as though the test of 
refinement were a little more or less luxury 
ina man’s way of living. We cannot but 
believe that this ficticious view of life is| 
working a vast amouut of harm to many re- 
sidents in China. They allow -themselves 
to get into a groove and stick to a place 
which is in reality uncongenial, and offers but 
little ultimate prospect. This is especially 
the caso in Hongkong. In Shanghai, we 
do uot deny, things are better. There, there 
are many out-door sports and other amuse- 


ments, which meke life more manly ‘and }: 


more natural. But. still even with those 
advantages, there is much which detracts 
from the perfect; development of &' man’s 
powers, and makes him—according to his.in 
dividua) strength or weakness of character— 
more or less unfitted for ordinary life. It.is, 
however, a great mistake for anyoug to stay.
